Dear  Sir, —  The  report  of  the  Consumptives’ 
Hospital  Department  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1918,  is  respectfully  submitted  herewith. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  June  11,  1917,  and 
organized  for  the  year.  John  F.  O’Brien  was  elected 
chairman  and  James  J.  Minot  secretary. 

The  appropriation  for  the  year  1917-18  was 
$267,701.38.  The  expenses  for  the  year  were 
$260,737.70,  leaving  a  balance  of  $6,963.68,  which 
was  turned  back  to  the  city  treasury. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $81,601.38,  which 
are  not  credited  to  the  hospital  but  paid  into  the  city 
treasury.  This  makes  the  net  cost  of  the  hospital 
to  the  city  $179,136.32.

For  several  years  attention  has  been  called  to  good 
results  that  could  be  obtained  by  altering,  at  but  a 
small  expense,  the  part  of  the  day  camp  building, 
now  not  used,  into  a  night  camp  for  men.  The 
chief  of  staff  in  his  report  for  the  year  calls  especial 
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attention  to  this  again.  The  trustees,  in  their  budget, 
under  B-39,  general  plant,  included  the  money  needed 
to  make  the  necessary  alterations  for  this,  and  under 
C-7,  furniture  and  fittings,  the  money  needed  for  its 
equipment. 

The  trustees  would  again  call  attention  to  the  press¬ 
ing  need  for  a  nurses’  home.  The  nurses  are  housed 
in  the  building  intended  for  employees  other  than 
nurses.  There  is  no  longer  room  for  them  there. 

This  building  is  filled  and  overflowing,  and  a  house 
outside  the  hospital  ground  has  to  be  hired.  The  nurses 
should  be  by  themselves  and  separated  from  the  group 
of  ward  buildings  so  that  when  off  duty  the  nurse  may 
be  free  from  the  sense  of  being  surrounded  by  the 
dying  consumptive,  as  they  are  all  day  and  every  day. 

Caring  for  the  child  Is  the  most  important  thing  in 
the  crusade  against  tuberculosis.  The  trustees  believe 
that  the  present  number  of  children’s  beds  should  be 
considerably  increased.  They  earnestly  hope  that 
money  may  be  provided  for  this. 

The  greatest  hope  for  success  in  the  battle  against 
tuberculosis  is  by  making  the  resistance  so  strong  that 
it  will  win  in  the  fight.  This  means  proper  and  suffi¬ 
cient  care  of  the  child  and  especially  the  child  of  a 
tuberculous  family.  While  the  child  is  still  surrounded 
by  the  opportunity  for  constant  infection,  and  living 
in  poverty,  the  chance  of  sufficiently  strengthening 
the  resistance  is  exceedingly  poor.  Much  has  been  done 
elsewhere  by  removing  these  children  for  some  time  to 
country  homes,  sanatoria  and  preventoria.  Boston 
has  no  such  opportunity  for  her  children.  The  trustees 
again  call  attention  to  the  great  need  for  and  economic 
value  of  such  a  home  and  trust  that  it  will  be  provided. 
It  should  not  be  connected  directly  with  a  hospital  for 
those  with  open  tuberculosis. 

Paying  patients  are  received  at  the  hospital  and  given 
separate  rooms  when  possible. 

Much  trouble  has  been  given  by  the  so-called  “  incor¬ 
rigible”  consumptive  at  this  hospital  as  has  been  the 
case  at  all  other  hospitals  and  sanatoria  for  tuberculosis. 
They  are  not  only  difficult  to  manage  and  control,  but 
they  prevent  many  of  the  better  class  from  coming  or 
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staying  at  the  hospital.  The  trustees  hope  to  materially 
improve  this  condition  of  things  by  plans  they  have 
under  consideration  and  have  asked  in  the  budget  for 
additional  employees  for  this  purpose. 

The  trustees  believe  that  the  establishment  of  a  social 
service  department  at  the  hospital  would  be  of  great 
service.  They  have  included  in  the  budget  this  year 
money  for  the  employment  of  a  social  worker. 

Much  more  should  be  done  to  occupy  and  amuse  the 
patients  who  have  to  spend  often  months  and  years  at 
the  hospital.  The  trustees  hope  to  be  able  to  offer  the 
patients  much  more  in  these  lines  and  have  asked  for 
money,  under  the  heading  “Unassigned,”  in  the  budget 
to  employ  someone  especially  for  the  purpose. 

The  out-patient  department  at  13  Dillaway  street  is 
the  center  of  a  most  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
hospital.  The  present  building,  an  altered  dwelling 
house,  has  long  been  entirely  too  small.  Much  that 
should  be  done  has  to  be  omitted  and  much  that  is  done 
is  imperfectly  done  because  the  present  building  is  so 
inadequate.  For  a  number  of  years  the  trustees  have 
asked  for  a  new  building.  They  sincerely  hope  that 
they  will  not  be  obliged  to  wait  longer.

*  This  figure  was  undoubtedly  wrong.  It  is  at  least  one  thousand  more  than  the  figures  given 
elsewhere  for  the  same  thing.  With  the  probably  correct  figures  the  cost  would  have  been  greater. 

t  Patients  who  have  been  to  the  out-patient  department  are  not  included  here.  These  patients  have 
been  referred  to  the  nurses  by  outside  physicians  and  others. 
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The  trustees  strongly  believe  that  the  teaching  of 
students  as  described  in  the  report  of  the  chief  of  staff 
to  be  of  very  great  benefit  to  the  hospital  and  have  long 
sought  to  bring  this  about.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
research  work  now  being  done  in  the  hospital  laboratory. 

The  trustees  again  call  attention  to  the  saving  that 
would  be  made  if  the  hospital  could  keep  a  herd  of  cows 
large  enough  to  supply  the  milk  needed.  This  means  a 
new  cow  tie-up,  which  the  trustees  hope  may  be  provided. 

The  new  cottage  ward  of  fourteen  beds  for  women? 
Ward  O,  will  be  opened  shortly. 

The  war  will  probably  lead  to  a  demand  for  beds  for 
consumptives  much  nu  excess  of  the  present  number. 
This  has  been  the  experience  of  all  the  countries  at  war. 
The  trustees  believe  that  the  present  hospital  can  be 
very  much  increased  in  bed  capacity  at  no  great  cost 
and  have  outlined  plans  to  this  end.  Should  the 
expected  demand  materialize,  an  especial  appropriation 
will  be  asked  for  this  purpose. 

The  budget  for  1918-19  has  been  already  submitted. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  reports  made  to  the 
trustees  by  the  chief  of  the  medical  staff  and  by  the 
superintendent. 

During  the  year  the  following  changes  have  occurred:

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


Boston,  January  31,  1918. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Consumptives’  Hospital: 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  medical  staff  of 
the  Boston  Consumptives*  Hospital  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1918. 

A.  Hospital,  Mattapan. 

In  common  with  all  hospitals  throughout  the  country 
we  have  during  the  past  year  felt  the  effects  of  the  war 
inasmuch  as  we  have  found  it  impossible  at  any  time  to 
secure  our  full  quota  for  the  resident  staff.  For  a  con¬ 
siderable  time,  even  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year, 
we  had  only  one  assistant  resident  physician,  and  for 
a  short  period  none  whatsoever.  During  these  few 
months  the  entire  medical  work  fell  on  the  shoulders  of 
Dr.  Kelley,  then  resident  physician.  In  spite  of  these 
limitations,  however,  very  important  progress  has  been 
made  in  improving  the  standard  of  medical  work  in  the 
hospital  and  the  year  closes  with  a  better  organization 
and  better  standards  than  ever  before. 

In  last  year’s  report  I  discussed  at  some  length  the 
policy  of  the  hospital  with  reference  to  the  advisability 
of  a  closer  affiliation  with  the  local  medical  schools  and 
attempted  to  show  the  great  advantage  to  the  hospital 
of  medical  teaching  done  in  the  wards.  During  the 
year  this  matter  has  been  brought  to  a  head  and  defi¬ 
nite  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Harvard 
Medical  School  and  the  Tufts  Medical  School  whereby 
advanced  students  in  medicine  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
wards  in  small  groups  under  strict  supervision  who  shall 
have  the  advantage  of  the  splendid  clinical  material 
available  there.  The  Harvard  Medical  School  curricu¬ 
lum  now  provides  that  every  fourth-year  student 
shall  have  instruction  at  the  hospital  for  one  week.  He 
is  to  serve  as  a  clinical  assistant  and  is  in  attendance  at 
the  hospital  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  daily.  They  are  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  Hunt, 
and  by  taking  the  histories  of  all  new  cases  have  con¬ 
tributed  very  materially  to  the  routine  work  of  the 
hospital.  Each  group  is  limited  to  three  or  four  men. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Tufts  Medical  School  students  it  has 
been  arranged  that  they  shall  report  to  the  hospital 
two  mornings  each  week  for  a  period  of  two  hours,  where 
cases  are  demonstrated  to  them  by  Dr.  Murphy  of  our 
staff.  He  is  assisted  by  Dr.  Pillsbury  of  the  resident 
staff,  who  has  been  appointed  to  a  teaching  position  in  the 
Tufts  Medical  School.  The  students  have  expressed 
themselves  unanimously  as  appreciating  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  and  already  the  stimulus  of  teaching  has  been  felt 
throughout  the  institution.  This  arrangement  for 
teaching  is  a  feature  of  our  work  which  has  recently 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  secure  two  excellent  young 
physicians  as  assistant  residents. 

We  have  been  making  determined  efforts  to  improve 
the  general  standards  of  work  in  the  hospital  and  are 
planning  in  the  future  to  give  more  attention  to  treat¬ 
ment.  To  this  end  we  are  hoping  in  the  near  future  to 
complete  some  plan  for  work  for  patients.  In  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  recommendations  in  last  year’s  report  we 
plan  to  establish  a  night  clinic  in  the  old  day  camp 
building  for  consumptive  men  who  are  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  regular  occupations.  Of  the  importance  of 
this  work  to  the  consumptives  thus  affected  there  can 
be  no  question.  We  believe,  furthermore,  that  the  night 
camp  will  exert  a  very  helpful  and  stimulating  influence 
on  the  hospital  as  a  whole.  It  will  serve  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  idea  of  building  up  the  tuber¬ 
culous  individual  to  the  point  where  he  can  again  take  up 
some  form  of  work.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  immediate 
future  certain  changes  in  the  children’s  building  can  be 
made  to  permit  of  the  treatment  by  “heliotherapy,” 
so-called,  of  a  considerable  number.  As  soon  as  the 
X-ray  department  is  added  to  our  equipment  we  have, 
plans  for  undertaking  artificial  pneumothorax  in  selected 
cases. 

In  July  of  the  present  year  Dr.  Frederick  W.  O’Brien 
was  appointed  as  visiting  roentgenologist  and  work  begun 
to  provide  an  adequate  X-ray  equipment.  An  admirable 
suite  of  rooms  in  the  basement  of  Ward  C  building  has 
been  set  apart  for  this  purpose  and  the  apparatus  is  now 
practically  set  up  and  ready  for  use.  This  additional 
means  of  physical  study  will  add  very  greatly  to  the 
interest  and  profit  of  the  medical  work. 

The  clinical  laboratory  has  continued  to  grow  in 
importance  and  in  the  amount  of  work  done.  During 
the  year  1915-16,  2,259  laboratory  examinations  were 
made;  during  the  year  1916-17,  4,679,  and  during  the 
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year  just  closed  5,498.  In  the  interest  of  accuracy  in 
clinical  work  a  still  larger  number  of  the  laboratory 
examinations  should  be  made,  but  this  can  only  be  done 
if  Dr.  Childs  is  given  more  assistance  in  the  routine  work 
of  the  laboratory.  It  is  only  to  the  advantage  of  the 
hospital  that  one  so  highly  trained  as  Dr.  Childs  should 
not  be  required  to  do  the  routine  preparation  of  speci¬ 
mens. 

A  very  important  step  has  been  taken  in  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  a  modest  chemical  laboratory  for  research  work 
on  renal  function.  We  have  been  very  fortunate  in 
securing  Mrs.  Dunham,  who  has  had  an  unusual  training 
along  these  lines.  Previously  for  some  years  she  served 
in  a  similar  capacity  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hos¬ 
pital  and  later  for  nearly  a  year  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital.  Mrs.  Dunham  comes  to  us  with  an  unusual 
training  and  general  equipment.  It  is  our  aim  to  carry 
out  a  systematic  study  of  the  renal  function  in  the 
various  stages  of  the  disease  in  patients  with  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  very  disappoint¬ 
ing  percentage  of  cases  dying  in  the  hospital  which  came 
to  post-mortem  examination.  The  figures  for  this  year 
are  no  more  satisfactory.  Although  there  were  404 
deaths  but  eleven  permissions  for  autopsies  were  obtained. 
Since  the  preparation  of  our  last  report  Dr.  Dwyer 
has  been  conducting  a  laboratory  study  of  the  comple¬ 
ment  fixation  test  for  tuberculosis.  In  all,  1,000  exami¬ 
nations  have  been  made.  The  results  of  this  study 
should  furnish  us  important  data  with  reference  to  the 
value  of  this  test.  Dr.  Dwyer’s  results  will  soon  be 
published.  The  pathological  laboratory  is  now  for  the 
first  time  since  it  opened  well  equipped  with  the  neces¬ 
sary  apparatus. 

Since  our  last  report  was  issued  various  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  resident  staff.  Dr.  Robert  E.  S. 
Kelley,  so  long  connected  with  the  hospital,  resigned 
early  in  the  summer  to  enter  the  medical  department  of 
the  navy.  His  conscientious  and  faithful  services  to 
the  hospital  merit  high  commendation.  Dr.  William  B. 
Burns  resigned  from  the  position  of  assistant  resident 
physician  to  enter  private  practice.  Drs.  Nathan  R. 
Pillsbury,  Arthur  J.  Ledoux  and  L.  C.  Goffin  have  been 
appointed  as  assistant  resident  physicians  and  are  still 
on  service.  On  June  24,  1917,  Dr.  Frank  H.  Hunt 
was  appointed  as  resident  physician  and  since  then  has 
remained  in  charge  of  the  clinical  work.  Dr.  Hunt  is  a 
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man  of  unusual  experience  and  training  and  the  hospital 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  success  in  securing  the 
services  of  such  an  expert  in  tuberculosis.' 

Pavilion  Wards  for  Adults. 

On  February  1,  1917,  there  were  in  the  wards  153 
males  and  81  females,  making  a  total  of  234  patients. 
From  February  1,  1917,  to  January  31,  1918,  698  males 
and  252  females,  or  a  total  of  950  cases,  were  admitted. 
During  the  same  period  701  males  and  261  females,  or  a 
total  of  962  cases,  were  discharged.  On  February  1, 
1918,  222,  or  150  males  and  72  females,  remained.  For 
the  entire  year  the  total  number  of  patients  treated 
was  somewhat  smaller  than  for  the  previous  year, 
being  1,184  as  compared  with  1,223.

The  percentage  of  cases  discharged  home  has  remained 
the  same  as  in  previous  years  although  a  trifle  higher 
than  for  the  last  twelve  months.  It  might  seem  desirable 
that  a  much  smaller  number  should  be  allowed  to  return 
home,  as  it  is  obvious  that  a  considerable  percentage  of 
these  cases  return  home  to  die.  The  reasons  for  this 
rather  surprising  number  have  been  discussed  in  pre¬ 
vious  reports.  While  on  general  principles  it  may  seem 
wise  to  keep  this  number  as  small  as  possible,  careful 
investigation  seems  to  show  that  in  the  majority  of 
instances  the  release  from  the  institution  to  their  homes 
is  a  reasonable  one.  Every  effort  is  made  to  detain 
the  patient  in  the  institution  when  the  home  conditions 
are  not  suitable  for  the  proper  care  of  the  patient  or 
where  there  is  danger  of  infection  to  others  in  the  home.

The  small  number  of  cases  discharged  as  “arrested” 
seems  very  disappointing,  but  the  term  is  reserved  for 
those  who  are  to  all  appearances  cured  cases  but  have 
not  stood  the  test  of  time.  Many  of  the  group  classed 
as  “improved”  might  otherwise  be  reasonably  called 
“arrested.”  It  should  be  recalled  also  that  the  pavilion 
wards  are  reserved  for  the  most  advanced  cases.  When 
it  is  recalled  that  67  per  cent  of  all  cases  admitted 
were  diagnosed  as  “third  stage,”  a  total  of  412,  or 
approximately  43  per  cent,  appears  as  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  showing.  A  considerable  number  of  the  406 
improved  cases  were  able  to  return  to  work. 

Cottage  Wards. 

Except  for  the  problem  of  discipline  these  cottages 
have  continued  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  type  of  wards. 
Not  only  are  they  more  easily  and  cheaply  adminis¬ 
tered  but  the  out-of-door  treatment  can  be  much  more 
easily  carried  out  there.  Even  with  the  severe  present 
winter  patients  have  suffered  no  hardships  and  scarcely 
any  inconveniences. 

During  the  twelve  months  just  closed  a  total  of 
363  patients,  or  296  males  and  67  females,  were  treated 
in  these  wards.  This  number  is  somewhat  less  than 
for  the  previous  year  and  the  explanation  is  probably 
to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  type  of  case  treated  on 
the  whole  is  an  earlier  stage  as  shown  in  one  of  the 
subsequent  tables.  As  a  rule  the  earlier  case  naturally 
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lives  longer  and  thus  on  the  average  spends  a  greater 
length  of  time  in  the  hospital.  This  is  strikingly  shown 
also  in  a  later  table.

Day  Clinic. 

The  out-patient  staff  has  lost  three  of  its  members 
during  the  past  year.  Dr.  Robert  M.  White  died  soon 
after  his  appointment  as  assistant  visiting  physician. 
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Dr.  R.  A.  Behrman  resigned  to  enter  the  army.  Dr. 
Hyman  Morrison  resigned  because  of  the  demands  of 
private  practice.  Thus  far  no  appointments  have  been 
made  to  fill  these  vacancies  as  it  is  hoped  arrangements 
can  be  made  whereby  the  remaining  members  of  the 
staff  may  accept  a  longer  service  which  in  some  respects 
would  be  an  advantage  to  the  out-patient  work. 

I  have  repeatedly  in  previous  reports  urged  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  a  new  out-patient  building  and  have  in  detail 
given  the  reasons  for  this  additional  equipment.  The 
deficiencies  enumerated  have  during  the  past  year  been 
more  evident  even  than  previously.  No  progress  is 
possible  under  existing  conditions  and  it  even  is  prob¬ 
able  the  work  there  must  deteriorate  unless  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  better  work,  which  a  new  building  would 
provide,  are  furnished.  The  present  out-patient  depart¬ 
ment  offers  little  attraction  for  the  best  type  of  young 
physician  whom  we  desire  for  the  staff. 

A  total  of  9,829  cases  were  treated  in  the  out-patient 
department  during  the  year  1917-18.  Of  this  number 
2,288  were  new  cases,  including  1,207  males  and  1,081 
females,  and  7,541  old  cases.

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The  number  of  new  cases  is  slightly  greater  than 
last  year  but  less  than  for  the  year  1915-16,  while  the 
total  number  of  old  cases  shows  a  diminution  of  82. 
These  slight  variations,  however,  do  not  seem  to  be 
significant.  The  percentage  of  positive  cases  among 
the  new  patients  has  dropped  quite  materially,  being 
35  per  cent  as  compared  with  39  per  cent  for  the  two 
previous  years.  This  record  for  the  past  eleven  years 
seems  to  show  that  the  work  of  the  out-patient  depart¬ 
ment  will  continue  indefinitely  with  perhaps  slight  varia¬ 
tions  from  year  to  year  in  the  number  of  old  and  new 
cases  but  on  approximately  its  present  basis.  These 
figures  certainly  justify  the  erection  of  a  new  out-patient 
department  building  with  the  necessary  equipment 
to  handle  the  present  number  of  cases.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  evening  clinic  has 
grown  steadily  since  its  opening  on  June  16,  1913,  the 
total  attendance  for  the  past  year  being  the  greatest 
for  any  single  year.  The  work  of  the  clinic  continues 
to  be  very  satisfactory  and  seems  to  be  meeting  a  real 
need  as  it  affords  a  means  for  supervising  those  con¬ 
sumptives  who  by  reason  of  regular  occupation  find 
it  impossible  to  attend  the  regular  out-patient  clinic. 

D.  Recommendations  . 

I  beg  to  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  new  out-patient  building  be  provided. 

2.  That  the  Board  consider  broader  and  more  compre¬ 
hensive  plans  for  the  care  of  the  children  of  the  community , 
with  the  aim  of  safeguarding  them  from  infection  with 
tuberculosis. 

3.  That  the  Board  consider  the  advisability  of  estab¬ 
lishing  a  social  service  department  at  Mattapan. 

4.  That  during  the  year  a  serious  study  be  under¬ 
taken  to  test  the  efficiency  of  the  efforts  of  the  out-patient 
department  during  the  eleven  years  since  its  organization.

The  report  for  the  year  1917  is  herewith  presented: 

There  were  10,613  patients  treated  at  the  out-patient 
department  during  the  year.  Two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  three  of  these  were  new  cases..  At  the 
night  clinic  there  were  treated  844  patients  and  of  these 
45  were  new  cases. 

On  February  1,  1917,  there  were  403  patients  in  the 
wards  in  the  hospital  at  Mattapan.  There  were  admitted 
during  the  year  931,  and  948  were  discharged.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  404. 

In  the  children’s  ward  February  1,  1917,  there  were 
60  children.  There  were  admitted  during  the  year  63; 
48  were  discharged  and  17  died. 

At  the  Holy  Ghost  Hospital  36  patients  have  been 
treated  this  year.  Of  the  10  discharged  during  the 
year  7  died. 

The  out-patient  department  shows  a  considerable 
increase  in  work  over  last  year  and  the  conditions  of 
crowding  warrant  an  already  much  desired  out-patient 
building. 

The  hospital  at  Mattapan  this  year  has  been  generally 
crowded  although  at  only  a  few  times  were  any  extra 
beds  needed.  More  room  is  needed  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  our  employees  and  at  the  present  time  we  have 
no  available  rooms  for  additional  help  which  is  desired. 
I  hope  in  the  near  future  that  the  trustees  will  be  able 
to  obtain  money  to  build  and  maintain  a  suitable  home 
for  nurses  where  they  may  obtain  some  pleasure  and 
recreation  when  off  duty. 

With  the  installation  of  the  chaplains  to  the  hospital 
the  general  conduct  of  the  patients  has  improved 
although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  individual 
cases. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  and  to  thank  all  public  and 
private  charities  who  have  assisted  us  during  the  year. 
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The  various  employees  of  the  department  have  served 
faithfully  throughout  the  year  and  I  desire  to  thank  them 
for  their  cooperation. 

I  desire  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  hon¬ 
orable  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  untiring  support  and 
valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

NURSES. 


Dr.  Arthur  J.  White,  Superintendent: 

My  dear  Dr.  White, —  The  number  of  cases 
supervised  by  the  nurses  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1918,  was  7,275. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  nurses  was  57,674. 
This  includes  positive  cases  of  tuberculosis,  questionable 
cases,  and  patients  referred  to  this  department  for 
definite  diagnosis.  Of  this  number  852  were  patients 
referred  for  home  nursing  care  or  hospital  treatment,  and 
were  too  ill  to  report  to  the  out-patient  department  for 
examination. 

The  visiting  men  on  our  staff  have  been  most  coopera¬ 
tive  in  caring  for  these  cases. 

Four  hundred  and  six  cases  were  discharged  from  the 
visiting  list  as  nontubercular. 

This  year  the  night  clinics  have  been  very  well  pat¬ 
ronized,  which  will  probably  necessitate  two  nurses 
being  assigned  to  night  clinic.  This  in  turn  means  an 
extra  half  day  off  the  district. 

The  districts  in  many  places  are  already  altogether 
too  heavy,  several  nurses  carrying  over  two  hundred 
patients. 

Every  year  sees  an  increase  in  the  work  at  the  out¬ 
patient  department,  and  with  a  large  staff  of  nurses  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  provide  proper  facilities  for  the 
nurses  to  do  the  amount  of  clerical  work  that  is  required 
of  them.  Surely  one  fourth  of  the  nurses’  time  is  taken 
up  by  clerical  work,  which  might  be  spent  to  much 
better  advantage  on  the  district  where  they  are  so  much 
needed. 

There  is  still  the  question  of  substitutes  for  vacations. 
During  the  vacation  period  everyone  is  very  much 
overworked,  and  even  with  careful  planning  the  districts 
suffer  for  lack  of  workers. 

The  nurses  took  the  part  time  course  at  the  school  for 
social  workers.  Three  nurses  resigned  because  the 
remuneration  here  was  too  small ;  one  to  go  back  to 
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private  nursing,  one  to  take  a  position  at  the  Boston 
Lying-In  Hospital,  out-patient  department,  and  one  to 
go  to  the  Navy  Yard. 

The  supervisor  recently  appointed  has  had  charge  of 
the  new  nurses,  instructing  them  in  the  detail  work;  also 
seeing  that  all  discharged  hospital  or  sanatorium  cases 
are  immediately  taken  up  and  followed  on  the  district, 
as  well  as  a  general  supervision  of  the  districts. 

As  in  years  past  the  Boston  Association  for  the  Relief 
and  Control  of  Tuberculosis,  through  the  Prendergast 
Camp,  has  taken  care  of  a  number  of  our  waiting  sana¬ 
torium  cases,  and  several  patients  who  are  working  also 
board  at  the  camp. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission,  the 
Needlework  Guild  of  America,  the  Saint  Cecilia  Guild, 
the  Fragment  Society,  American  Invalid  Aid  Society, 
the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union,  and  the  First  Parish 
Church  of  Dorchester  for  their  kindness  in  remembering 
our  patients. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  medical  and  social 
agencies  with  which  we  cooperate,  and  to  acknowledge 
the  splendid  and  untiring  work  of  the  nurses,  and  the 
cooperation  and  advice  of  our  medical  staff.
